Ne  unfortunately  failed  to  keep  our  record  of  a  nil  return 
on  infant  mortality.  On  the  other  hand  there  are  no  still-births 
to  report. 


I  have  once  again  to  thank  the  Councillors  for  their 
interest  and  consideration  and  my  colleagues  for  their  willing 
co-operation.

The  Scalby  Urban  District  Council  have  completed  the  erection  of  eight 
bungalows,  twenty  two  flats  and  one  warden’s  house  including  coimnunity  room 
with  special  facilities  for  cooking  and  launderette.  The  heating  of  these 
dv/ellings  is  by  'Electraire'  system. 

Private  enterprise  is  continuing  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  district  as 
regards  housing  requirements.  It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  there  was  a  50/“' 
reduction  in  the  number  of  private  houses  completed  in  the  year  under  review. 


Water  Sunnly 


The  Urban  District  is  served  by  a  piped  water  supply  from  Scarborough 
Water  Undertaking.  During  the  year  the  supply  has  proved  adequate  and  pure, 
both  from  a  bacteriological  standard  and  chemical  analyses. 

The  water  includes  both  temporary  and  permanent  hardaiess  and,  therefore, 
does  not  affect  the  supply  when  passing  throu.gh  lead  pipes.  There  is  no 
plumbo-solvent  reo-ction.

Hutton,  High  Farm  -  Re-approval  of  the  siting  of  one  caravan  for  a  limited  period 

Scalby  Ifenor  Hotel  -  Planiiing  approval  given  for  a  limited  period  for  the 

siting  of  four  caravans  during  the  summer  months 

'Twenty  five  inspections  were  carried  out. 

Short  Stay  Caravan  Site 

Provisions  are  being  inade  by  Scarborough  Corporation  to  provide  in  the 
Urban  District  of  Scalby,  caravan  and  camping  site  facilities  on  a  short 
stay  basis  during  the  suimner  months  for  200  caravans  and  75  tent  units,  to  be 
known  as  Scalby  Mnor  Caravan  Site.  1’ork  has  actually  coimnenced  on  the  site. 
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Refuse  Collection 


Trailers  attached  to  the  refuse  vehicles  collect  the  niajor  part  of  the 
paper  salvage. 

Special  collections,  to  augment  this  service,  are  by  means  of  open 
Highway  Veliicles. 

Weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  during  the  year,  and  in 
conformity  with  usual  practice,  business  premises  enjoy  a  more  frequent 
collection  when  required. 

Premises,  mostly  farmsteads,  in  the  outlying  parts  of  the  district 
are  dealt  with  fortnightly.  ^ 


Salvage  Collection 


140  tons  3  cvrts  of  waste  paper  was  forwarded  to  Thames  Board  kills 
during-  the  year  under  review. 

Rags,  ferrous  and  non-ferrous  scrap  metals  are  also  collected  and 
disposed  of  through  the  usual  cha,nnels. 

Refuse  Dis-posal 

^During  the  pasu  year  tipping  on  the  Bumiston  Road  Tin  has  been  more 
readily  controlled  by  means  of  hired  meclianical  plant.  Unfortunately,  a 
minor  outbreak  of  fire  occurred,  which  was  quickly  dealt  with.

pollution  was  evident  during  the  past  year,  and  no  smokeless  zones  have 
been  declared,

74  inspections  were  carried  out  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act  of  1963  and  no  conditions  were  found  necessitating  further  action. 

Rodent  Control 

Rodenticides  and  methods  of  application  are  in  accordance  with  Ministry 
recommendations. 


Surveys  and  treatments,  where  necessaiy,  were  carried  out  by  two  mrt 
time  operators. 


During  the  year  under  review,  173  premises  were  inspected  for  rodent 
infestation,  treatments  were  carried  out  in  42  instances  and,  in  addition, 
one  agricultural  hereditament  was  treated. 


Useful  infomation  and  interesting  lectures  were 
given  by  l^anistry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood  officials  on  t>70  occasions 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  when  the  Worka.ble  Area,  Committee,  comprisini^ 
neighbouring  local  authority  officials,  met.  Pickering  Urban  District  Council 
acteu.  as  hosts  on  both  occasions. 
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Sampling  and  issue  of  milk  licences  was  carried  out  by  the  North  Riding 
County  Council. 

(S’)  Brucella  Abortus  Any  action  necessaiy  was  undertaken  by  the 

North  Riding  County  Council  and  the  information  received  indicated 
no  abnormal  incidence  of  the  disease  in  the  Urban  District.

When  such  service  is  required, 
Scarborough  Hospital  Mortuary  is  utilised.
